Price Of Rolls Also Raised Senators Appear Strongly 


With OPA’s Approval

advaiK fd a penny today with O PA 
approval.

rolls. 
The higher prices apply to all 
kinds of bread, except rye, which 
went up 2 cents a loaf April 30. 
Prices 
are 
being 
raised, 
the 
O PA 
said, 
because 
bakers’ 
pro­ 
duction coats have climbed as a 
result of a 25 per cent cut in yie 
amount of flour 
they may 
use. 
The 
reduction 
was 
ordered 
to 
help meet famine relief require­ 
ments. 
The O PA said that before the 
flour cut, bakers made a "sm all 
profit” by 
spreading their costs 
over 
a 
large 
output 
of 
bread 
loaves. 
It added that the effe<-t 
of trimming production has been 
a substantial increase in the cost 
per loaf. 
For this reason, the O PA said, 
bakers "no longer are in a posi­ 
tion to i ontinue selling at prices 
•frozen’ at March, 1942, levels” . 
The price increase, the agency 
continued, "is designed to assure 
consumers of as adequate a sup­ 
ply of bread and bread-type rolls 
as is constistput with the Presi­ 
dent’s 
famine 
emergency 
pro­ 
gram ”. 
An O PA official estimated that 
actually 
the cost of bread now 
Is about 2 cents more a loaf than 
it was prior to June 1. when the 
.Vgritulture 
Department 
ordered 
the weight of loaves cut by 10 
per cent without a corresponding 
prl<e reduction.

had

most bread a cent a loaf. 
On bread, producers are permit­ 
ted to put today’s 1-cent Increase
